light, work and recreation to millions, 

The 84-year-old inventor, who lay 
deep in a coma at the end, did not 
wish to live, Dr. Hubert S, Howe dis- 
closed, when he realized his complete. 
recovery was improbable. 

His wife and six children, close in 
attendance during the last stages of 
the 11 weeks’ sickness, had been told 
by Mr. Edison that his work was fin- 
ished. He would rather leave the 
world, he said, than burden them with 
the disabilities of age and illness.

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CHICAGO, 18.—(#)—Al Ca- 
pone’s 12-year career as boss of Chi- 
cago gangdom has been marked .for 
the first time by conviction on a peni- 
tentiary offense. 

He faces a maximum sentence of 
17 years’ imprisonment and fines to- 
talling $50,000 for failure to pay in- 
come taxes on profits from liquor, 
gambling, vice and other underworld 
enterprises. Motions on the verdict 
will be heard Tuesday by Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson, and Ca- 
pone may be sentenced at that time: 

Attorneys said today that long legal 
arguments are probable over the ver- 
dict against the gang chief, returned 
last night by a federal court jury, on 
five of 23 counts in two indictments 
charging him with attempting to cheat 
the United States government. 

Three of the counts on which Ca- 
pone was convicted charge he evaded 
ve ony for the years 1925, 1926 and 
1927.

The other two counts charge he 
failed to file an ineome tax report for

The fact that the slain man chose 
to ignore the edict was. believed by 
authorities to have been responsiblé 
for his death. 

A search was ordered for Frankie 
Rio, Capone bodyguard; Claude Mad- 
dox, Rocco de Grasse. and Joe “Gold 
Tooth’ Montana, said to have been 
leaders of the raid.

The boy swam ashore and decided 
to pursue a different career, so turn- 
ed his fage from newspaper publish- 
ing toward the field of scientific re- 
search, 

The journalistic world lost a great 
publisher, but the world at large gain- 
ed its. greatest inventor. 

It had been a toss-up until that day 
whether old Samuel Edison's boy 
would follow the path set by his fi- 
nancialliy successful home-printed 
newspaper or do something with the 
tet-tubes and wires and thinguma- 
bobs he was alw:

Ever since he could toddle he had 
been asking people, embarrassingly, 
“why?” and “how?” Most of the

Turn to Laboratory. 

He was mentally’ different. He 
really: wanted to know. He had to 
find out.

“Thomas Alva Edison quietly pass- 
ed away at 24 minutes after 3 a. m. 
October 18, 1931, (Signed) Dr. Hu- 
bert S. Howe.” 

Almost instantly the. message gir- 
dled the globe by telephone and tele- 
graph systems which were a part of 
the industries valued at $15,000,000,- 
000, to which Mr. Edison contributed 
major inventions, 


While the clicking instruments still 
were transmitting the first news of 
Mr. Edison’s death there came from 
his family, in the form of a state- 
ment, their answer to the oft-asked 
question whether the inventor changed 
his religious beliefs before death. 

Statement on Belief. 

The statement read: 

“The question has been asked 
whether Mr. Edison changed his re- 
ligious views before death. Members 
of the Edison family state this is a 
difficult question to answer because 
of the widespread misunderstanding 
of what his beliefs actually were. Mr. 
Edison cannot be said to have changed 
views attributed to him which he nev- 
er keld., 

“He never was an atheist. Though 
he subscribed to no orthodox creed, 
no one who knew him could have 
doubted his belief in a reverence for 
a supreme intelligence, and his whole 
life, in which the ideals of honest, lov- 
ing service to his fellow man was 
predominant, indicated how (faith- 
fully he followed those two command- 
ments wherein lie ‘all the law and 
the prophets’.”

“Then one of them, which was a 
lawyer, asked him a question, tempt- 
ing him and saying:

VEINS OBL ATED. 

One physician reports that ‘in the 
course of 50,000 injection treatments 
for obliteration of varicose veins he 
has observed one fatal embolism. He 
has had 20 years of experience in this 
méthod. He explains the quaint atti- 
tude of some doctors toward the new- 
fangled method. They imagine it in- 
volves danger, clotting in the veins of 
the leg, when this occurs naturally or 
as a complication of pelvie infection 
or following childbirth, is a grave con- 
dition, But the clotting produced by 
chemical injections is a different state 
and there is no associated infection. 
The danger in natural clotting (throm- 
bosis or thrombo-plebitis) is that par- 
ticles of clot may break off from the 
affected vein wall and enter the cir- 
culation, to lodge in the lungs, the 
heart or the brain (embolism). "he 
clotting produced within the vein by 
the injection of sugar or salt fills the 
entire lumen of the vein and is se- 
curely attached to the vein wall. That 
is the reason why embolism almost 
never happens when this injection 
treatment is given. 

The unpleasant effects sometimes 
experienced by patients who submit 
to injection of the veins are due to 
unskilled technic—if a wee drop of the 
salt solution or sugar solution is in- 
jected around the vein instead of into 
the vein, it sets up great irritation, 
being undiluted by the blood, and this 
gives considerable pain and inflamma- 
tion without any .benefit for the ‘vari- 
cose condition. If more than a drop 
or two of the solution happens to be 
Imected around the vein it may pro- 
dnce ulceration of the leg at the point 
injected. 

Formerly physicians used various 
chemicals, but large experience has 
shown that common salt solution, com- 
mon sugar solution, and in few cases 
corrosive sublimate solution give the 
most satisfactory results. 

ere is some pain of a cramplike 
character in most cases with each in- 
jection, but this lasts only a few min- 
utes and patients say they do not 
mind it in view of the disappearance 
of the enlarged veins. 

Any good doctor anywhere can ad- 
minister this treatment in his office 
without interrupting the patient's 
usual occupation. Any man or wom- 
an who suffers with vericose (dilated, 
enlarged) should interview his or her 
physician regarding the treatment. If 
the doctor does not give such treat- 
ment himself he will refer the patient 
to a colleague who does. Some of the 
old-timers can’t get the hang of it. 
All of the younger doctors are trained 
in this method nowadays. 

The presence of an old and “incura- 
ble’ ulcer is a complication which not 
only does not prevent the application 
of this method but actually renders 
the treatment the more advisable. The 
obliteration of the vein brings about 
healing of the ulcer when all other 


attempts to heal it have failed.

U. S. READY TO. DIRECT 
TREATY POWER TO EAS 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.— 
The United States tonight was’ ready 
to help direct the full force of the 
Kellogg-Briand anti-war pact against 
the threatened outbreak in the orient. 

Secretary Stimson, however,. will 
withhold a formal American. note to 
Japan and China calling their atten- 
tion to obligations under the treaty 
until formally notified of the invoca- 
tion of the pact by the League of Na- 
tions council. . 

Whole-hearted. support of the 
League's action was clearly indicated. 

It was at midnight just a month 
;ago that the threat of war flared in 
a part of the world long known as 
a potential tinder box of trouble—the 
ancient Chinese province of Mancha- 
ria. where the interests of Russia 
China and Japan all converge. 

The rattle of machine guns and 
musketry, the booming of cannon and 
the cries of dying men immediately 
‘re-echoed around the globe with dis- 
| turbing effect. 

Diplomats in the United States and 
other leading nations fixed their eyes 
on the trouble spot. Well aware of 
the dangers inherent in the Manchu- 
rian situation where Japanese sol- 
diers are allowed in Chinese terri- 
fory under treaties and where hostile 
feeling had been growing for weeks, 
they trembled lest Mukden prove an- 
other Sarajevo. 

While the rest of the world looked 
on, the highly efficient Japanese army 
maved swiftly. Within 24 lours from 
the time the first guy spoke, virtually 
every strategically important city and 
town in Manchuria bristled with bay- 
onets in the hands of Nippon’s busi- 
ness-like, aggressive little fighting 
men.

Did Not Care To Live Impaired, 


Edison’s Physician Discloses 


BY DR. HUBERT S. HOWE, 
The Late Thomas A. Edison's Per- 
sonal Physician. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., Oct. 18.—(#) 
When Thomas A. Edison realized that 
his complete recovery was improbable 
he did not wish to live. 

He told his family that his work 
was finished and assured those 
to him that he would rather 
the world than keep the burden and 
disabilities of age and illness on his 
devoted wife and children. 

He knew that his body was at last 
showing infirmities of old age and 
that if one organ should recover an- 
other soon would show signs of weak- 
ness and inefficiency. If he could 
not work effectively, life had no fur- 
ther object; so he grasped the situa- 
tion clearly as he had always done 
and fearlessly prepared to die. 

The immediate cause of death was 
uremic peisoning. This was the re- 
sult of nephritis which first became 
actively manifest at the time of his 
illness with pneumonia two years ago. 
He also had a_ diabetic 
which had been present to a greater 
or less extent for 35 or 40 years. 

Had Medical Knowledge. 

For 20 years he had attacks of 
acute pain in his stomach and other 
symptoms of gastric ulcer. His blood 
pressure had always remained normal. 
For a man of 84 years, his blood ves- 
sels showed remarkably little change, 
and his heart was exceptionally 
strong.

EARLY MISFORTUNE 
TURNED EDISON 
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/and a thousand and one things that 
combine to make material existence 
what it is today. 

Journalism and chemistry were 
closely intermingled in the early ‘teens 
of Thomas Alva Edison. His first 


|job, as candy and news-butcher on the } 


Trunk railway between his 
home in Port Huron and Detroit, is 
hopelessly surrounded by myth and 
legend made up mostly of romantic 
improvements on bare grains of fact. 

It is true beyond question, however, 
that along with the ordinary duties of 
selling candy, magazines and Detroit 
newspapers he managed in an unused 
'space in the combined baggage and 
express car to’ operate a_ publishing 
plant and an experimental laboratory. 
His publication was The Weekly 
| Herald, and the only known copy in 
/existence reveals that it was “publish- 
(ed by A. Edison” (he was commonly 
-ealled Al, not Tom) and sold at eight 
‘cents a month on subscription. 

News Service. 

It was Edison-written and Edison- 
printed. It reached a circulation of 
500, which, as the cost of output was 
| limited to ink and paper, made a com- 
'fortable profit for an ambitious boy. 
'It carried news of the localities served 
| by the train, and occasionally, when 
‘young Edison could snatch a bit of 
‘late news from a station telegraph op- 
|erator, items of wider interest. 
| When he wasn’t selling his wares 
or printing his paper, Edison was 
playing with test-tubes and chemicals. 

The train lurched more than usual 
one day and flung a jar containing 
phosphorous on the wooden floor of 
the car. The jar broke, the phos- 
phorous flamed. A hot-tempered con- 
‘ductor put out the fire, kicked Edison 
off at the first station and flung his 
‘printing plant and his laboratory after

The additional detail, usually added, 
that the conductor boxed the boy's 
ears and thus caused his deafness, is 
' wholly unsubstantiated. 

| Edison re-established his newspaper 
at home, but took in some young 
partners who persuaded him to change 
its name to “Paul Pry” and devote 
it to spicy neighborhood gossip. Hence 
‘the adventure with the choleric old 
gentleman. 
Edison and his young friends 
rigged an ambitious telegraph line 
between their homes, and when he 
wasn’t experimenting rashly, and oc- 
casionally disastrously, with chemi- 
cals, Edison practiced “pounding 
brass,” as telegraph operating was 
called before the advent of the side- 
action “bug” used by all wire men 


today. 
Ruined by Cow. 

A cow put an end to that—a cow 
which went wandering one night 
among the flimsy poles which sup- 
ported the telegraph wires, and thus 
entangled herself in an unbreakable 
net. The owner rescued his milk- 
producer but the telegraph line was 
wrecked. ' 

Edison was 16 then, however, and 
was ready to become a_ professional. 
Three months before, while gossiping 
with J. W. MacKenzie, day operator 
at the Port Huron station, the boy 
had seen MacKenzie’s child in the 
path of an oncoming train. At great 
risk he had run across the tracks, 


| picked up the baby, and carried it to 


safety just as the locomotive whizzed 
past.

“A few days before he passed away 
he was sitting in his chair enjoying 
a pleasant dream; suddenly epening 
bis eyes and gazing upward _ into 
space, his face illuminated with a 
smile, he said, ‘It is very beautiful 
over there.’ 

“Had the great inventor climbed 
the heights which led into eternity 
and caught a glimpse beyond the veil 
which obstructs our earthly vision? 
Who will answer?” 

Mr. Edison's body will lie in state 
tomorrow and Tuesday in the library 
of his laboratory. 

Hoover May Attend. 

The final tribute, however, will be 
reserved to the family and the most 
intimate friends. A simple funeral 
service, strictly private, will be held 
at Glenmont, the Edison estate, Wed- 
nesday. President Hoover let it be 
known he would attend the service 
if affairs of state will permit his 
absence from Washington. A personal 
acquaintance of Mr. Edison, once he 
met with the inventor and the latter's 
two cronies—Henry Ford and Har- 
vey Firestone—at the Fidison winter 
home in Fort Myers, Fla. 

On the benches, on the desk, on the 
shelves of the library of the labora- 
tory where Edison’s body will lie are 
evidences that death interrupted a 
last experiment. They are species of 
plants from which the inventor ex- 
tracted juices to deterniine’ rubber 
content. 

Here, in the place where Mr. Edi- 
son translated his thoughts into ac- 
tion for mankind's welfare, the pub- 
lic will be admitted each day from 
9 to. m. to 6 p. m. His employes 
and their families will be privileged to 
pass the bier at a. m. 

Before the end the Edison family 
had maintained a 24-hour vigil at 
the sick bed. Mrs, Edison, the in- 
ventors companion for.45 years and 
the last person he recognized, bore 
up brayely. 

Constantly at Side. 

“Mrs. Edison has never left the 
side of her late husband since their 
return from Florida last June,” said 
Mr. Walsh. “She contributed every- 
thing possible to his comfort § and 
peace of mind, as evidence, by his en- 
tire dependence on her during his 
waking moments. 

“Mrs. Edison has shown extraordi- 
nary courage and Christian fortitude 
through it all and is calmly submis- 
sive to the will of the Almighty.” 

The immediate relatives and the 
household servants paid a final trib- 
ute to the living Edison yesterday 
afternoon. 

In silent procession they filed 
through the room in which he lay, 
his breathing scarcely noticeable. Even 
his four grandchildren—the eldest 14 
and the youngest only a year old— 
were in the group. 

Mrs. Edison remained at her post 
beside the bed.

The Story of Morrow’s Life- 
A Tale of Accomplishment 


(This is the 14th in a series de- 
tailing the life of Dwight W. Mor- 
row, late senator from New Jersey.)

The church issue constituted the 
most serious peril that Mexico faced 
in all its revolutions. Just before 
Dwight Morrow took up his post as 
ambassador, there had been an unsuc- 
cessful attempt on the life of Gen- 
eral Obregon, former. president and a 
candidate for re-election. 

Four suspects,. including a priest, | 
had heen arrested, and, without pub- | 
lie trial, declared guilty and executed. | 


This was only. one of many inci- 
dents following the suspension of serv- 
ices in Catholic churches because of 
the refusal of priests to register in 
accordance with the constitution of | 
1917. | 
That constitution also confirmed | 
the nationalization of all real estate | 
owned by the church. Nine years had | 
elapsed without serious attempt to en- | 
force these provisions, but the effort | 
was finally made. | 

In effect, the government sought to 
control the church by asserting the 
right, through compulsory registra- 
tion, to control who should or should 
not preach. Every Catholic priest 
refused in 1926 to register, and as 
a result all Catholic ehurehes were 
closed.

Civil war seemed inevitable. 

Ambassador Morrow, aided by 
George Rublee, undertook a reconcilia- 
tion. Father John J. Burke, general 
secretary of the Catholie welfare con- 
ference, admitted that there was 
nothing in canon law making reg- 
istration under civil law impossible. 
The fear of the church was that the 
government 
right not to register priests designated 
by the ecclesiastical authorities or 
would register those not approved by 
the church. 

Mr. Morrow seized upon these 
points. His task was to convince the 
government that the clergy would 
dissociate itself from counter-revolu- 
tions and foreign intervention in re- 
turn for certain assurances; and, on 
the other hand, to convince the clergy 
that while it could not have back its 
historic privileges, it might, by ac- 
knowledging the social revolution, re- 
cover the essential liberties of the 
church, 

Shortly after, President Calles and 
Father Burke met amicably at Vera 
Cruz, and a secret meeting of exiled 
bishops in San Antonio, Texas, re- 
sulted in a vote to return to Mexico 
and resume their offices on condi- 
tions approved by the holy see. 

A settlement seemed imminent, but 
the assassination of General Obregon, 
president-elect, on July 16, 1928, 
threav all into confusion again. Wild 
accusations were made and Calles 
himself was charged in the Mexican 
press with Obregon’s murder. 

Morrow Goes Ahead. 

Throughout the inattguration of the 
new provisional president, Portes Gil, 
and the military rebellion which fol- 
lowed, Ambassador Morrow’ went 
resolutely ahead with conferences that 
had conciliation for their purpose. At 
one time there were five factions in 
Mexico City, each speaking to Mor- 
row and not to any of the other four.

Auto Magnate Says 
Friend Has ‘Gene To Get

DETROIT, Oct. oe 
moved by the death of Thomas 
Edison, for rearly 40 years his close 
friend, Henry Ford today paid tribute 
to the inventor as one who “changed 
the face of the world in his lifetime,” 
and whose work “will influence all the 
future.” . 
“Great as an inventor, he wads 
greater as a man,” he said. “Mr, Ede 
ison believed that the essential indi- 
vidual life survived the change called 
death. We often spoke of it together. 
“He nas just gone, I believe, to get 
new facilities to continue his work. 
But the sense of personal loss is very 
heavy. There was only one Edison.” 
Edison’s fame, Ford said, “is in- 
dependent of the fluctuating judg- 


and sound on the daily and hourly 
life of the world. 

“He was the chief hero of my boy- 
hood and he became my friend im 
manhood. That experience must 
rare—to have one’s early hero for 
one’s later friend.” 

Ford told how Edison had given 
him the first encouragement he re- 
ceived during his early efforts to de- 
velop a gasoline propelled vehicle, and 
added : . 

“He knew the secret of work. His 
persistence amounted to genius. How- 


‘ever much he originally owed to in- 
spiration for his ideas, he developed 
them through tireless experiment and 
‘downright hard work. 

“His guiding principle was to make 
life better for human beings. His hon- 
esty was rugged; he had great cour- 
age and a lively sense of humor, but 
so rounded was his character that no 
trait stood out above the rest. 

“Mr. Edison was a deeply religious 


/man in the highest sense of that word. 
'He knew so much of the marvel and 


mystery of the universe that he rever- 
enced it and the purpose behind it. 
He did some work for which the world 
is not yet ready. In foresight and in- 
sight he was a prophet. 

“Latterly he turned his mind to 
economic questions because he believed 
the present system hindered the best 
in man. 

“Faith with him was a real eéri- 
dence of things not seen. Mr. Edison 
himself did not grow old. He was a 
young driver in a worn-out car. 

“There was only one Edison.” 

Ford prepared today to leave for 
West Orange in time to attend the 
funeral services there.

I have. a very naive letter from a young miss who begins by saying 
“T guess you get a lot of letters from peopie saying the young girls are 


going to the dogs, 1 ask you whe is more to blame than the parents?’ From 


that sentence one. might suppose that this young lady 
is the daughter of loose moraled” mother and father. 


Some such parents do make a large contribution to the 


tendency of some modern young people te put their feet 
in the downward path. But no, you are wrong. This 
letter comes from a girl whose parents are surrounding 
her with every safeguard and it is that fact which she 
resents, 


She confides that although her friends are 
allowed to have their dates, stay as late at evelen 
o'clock and sometimes until midnight, she has to 
say good-night to her dates at ten o’clock or sub- 
mit to the humiliation of having her parents call 
time on her. Then she adds and “Believe it or 
not, I am much more .inclined to sbe wild than 
they.” Ah, there’s the milk in the cocoanut and 
none is better able to recognize it than her own 
parents, 


Yes, we are uite willing to believe that a girl whose 
parents know her for the willful headstrong colt that she is, put those 


restrictions on her because of that very fact. If she were tractable and will- | 


ing to co-operate with them instead of being wild and unreasonable she would 
fare better at the hands of her parents and merit more respect at the hands 
of her boy friends. 


It is singular that these letters which stress the deplorable ten- 
dency of youth to kick over the traces come either from the youths 
themselves who are guilty, ér from their friends who are’ trying to 
stay them. They don’t come from the rank and file of decent young 
people who are content with their innocent and innocuous social life, 
nor from the friends and parents of them. It’s the effort of the wild 
ones to justify themselves and it cannot be done. 


I was talking to a young man the other day about this subject and he 
made an enlightening observation to me. Said he: “There has never been a 
time in the history ot the world when well-bred young girls were so well 
euipped to be companions and wives to decent men, The low-bred and the 
low-idealed girls haven't been able to handle the liberty that the times have 
handed them but the others have and they are a hundred per cent more 
desirable as friends, as sweethearts and jwives, than the prudes of yesterday.” 


I believe he is right. The average well-bred young girl is eognizant 
of the fact that an education is of prime importance to her successful 
future. She has put her head to work as she has never done before. 
She reads, she studies, and she is preparing herself to do something on 
her own account, Formerly it was a matter of a smattering of edu- 
cation, a bit of travel, and then to the business of finding a husband 
who would support her in idleness and luxury. Now she goes to school, 
and then she gets a job for which she has fitted herself.

It is rather interesting to sit in the lobby of a new sky-scrapper hotel 
in New York and watch the elevators disgorge flocks of young girls. I asked 
the manager of the hotel how it happened that there were such droves of 
the min his house. He replied: ““‘We have made a special appeal to young 
people who want inexpensive and, at the same time, elegant surroundings 
where they can pursue their studies, music, art and other subjects. We have 
a most unusual register for that reason.” And he continued, “They are a 
clean, wholesome, hard-working bunch.” I asked him about the custom of 
their receiving their bey friends in their reoms, which I had heard they did. 
He explained then that they kad made the rooms to look as much like sitting 
rooms, or studios, as possible and that they had never had cause to regret 
their policy. 


I am not holding a brief for, or against, that particular practice, 
IT am only saying that the liberty which the times afford the decent 
young people is only license when the young people are not the proper 
sort, 


Of course it is hard for the older generation to accustom itself to the 
modern mode, Some parents, hopelessly old-fashioned, will never learn to 
see with the eyes of youth. The children of those parents must suffer but 
if they have the moral earnestness to master their studies, to make the 
most of their ane gg they can do what these young people are doing— 
strike out for themselv@8 to make the most of their own lives and live where 
and how they choose, This is not practi¢al for girls of high school age. Their 
place is in the home with theid agate where they can be guided and 
guarded. A young girl like this one whdae ietter I quote belongs under the 
wings of watchful, wide-awake parents. 


I talked to a young woman in a store only yesterday who had 
come a thousand miles to take a position in a huge establishment. 
When I asked her if she had had any embarrassing experiences on 
account of being alone in the city, she looked at me as if I were crazy 
and said: “What do you mean? Don’t you know that in 1931 a girl 
can take care of herself anywhere?” She can if she is what she ought 
to he, and if she is not, then it’s a toss up between the city where 
she is alone, and home where her heart is. 


The girl “who is inclined to be wild,” the girl who is going to the dogs, 
has nobody to blame but herself. Certainly she can’t lay the blame on her 
parents, who by their very watch-care are doing all they can to make it 
hard for her to be wild. She had better look facts in the face and realize 
that the inclination works more of a hardship on her than on anyone else. 
She may have her fling but such a fling is always short¢&#hd ends in ofte 
of two ways! She either sees the folly of her course and leaves it, or she 
goes from one fling into another until she gets to the end of the stage and 
when she gets there the spotlight no longer plays on her. She's off. 


Nothing is more pitiable than a girl old before her time. Ex- 
perience makes her so and “inclination to be wild” is the prime 
requisite for getting that experience. Garments that ure shop-worn 
are constantly being advertised at reduced prices in the shops. Those 
who cannot afford the new and the clean ones buy them but not those 
who can afford the best. It is so with girls. When they are shop-worn 
by experience they are marked down and even though they may bo 
offered at reduced prices in the marriage market they may not al- 
ways find a buyer. To the girl “inclined to be wild” the ultimate goal 
is marriage. The very inclination which she is abusing is consciously. 
or unconsciously, the call to her mate. She had better be careful or 
he will be frightened off by her forwardness and she will lose the 
very thing she wants above all else.
